The  building  inspector  can  walk  into  any  house  in 
Victoria,- order  the  occupants  »o  get  out  in  ".0-days  and 
have  the  house  pulled  down. 

This  Is  another  example  of  the  total  authority  handed 
to  the  building  inspector  and  his  officials  by  Victoria’s 
Building  By-law  No.  2800. 

Here  are  some  of  the  provision*  m the  h\  law  whlrh  gt'c 
the  building  inspector  and  his  deputies  pnwets  of  enuv  and 
enforcement  which  even  pnl icemen  do  not  have 

Section  202  says:  "It  shall  tie  the  duty  uf  the  building 
Inspector,  and  he  i*  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
Inspect,  compel  and  require  that  all  regulations  and  provisions 
prescribed  in  this  by  law  shall  be  rallied  out  ” 

Section  208  of  the  by-law  illustrates  In  legal  terms  wliy 
the  building  Inspector  can  do  no  wrong,  ran.  In  fart,  turn 
•very  private  home  into  a fish  howl. 

"The  building  inspector,  nr  any  assistant  nr  representative 
duly  authorized  by  him.  shall  have  ihe  light  of  entry  inio  any 
hutldtng  under  construction,  alteration,  repair  or  removal  or  to 
any  building,  site  or  premises,  in  order  to  Inspect  the  same, 
and  to  ascertain  whether  trie  provisions  nt  this  hv  law  are 
being,  or  have  been  carried  nut.  or  to  enforce  nr  compel  the 
observance  of  the  said  provisions 

There  i*  no  suggestion  that  notice  must  lw  given,  that 
reasons  must  be  given  or.  indeed,  that  in*pecint.«  need  even 
ask  permission  to  enter  Thev  simply  "shall  have  the  right  of 
entry,”  period. 

Furthermore,  “anv  person  interfering,  with  or  obstructing 
the  entry  of  the  building  inspector,  or  any  assistant  or  repre- 
sentative. duty  authorized  by  him  into  any  such  building,  site 
or  premises  which  said  entry  i<  made  or  attempted  In  he  made 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  hv  law  si-, all  he  deemed  to 
he  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  by  law 

To  say  “Hey.  you.  w hat  are  you  doing  In  my  basement  * 
Get  out  of  there,"  makes  a criminal  nf  a homeowner.  Even 
to  put  up  an  argument  for  postponement  of  an  Inspection 
to  a more  convenient  time  is  a rrtme.

SYDNEY’S  great  salute  to  Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh 
wholeaouled  and  boisterous  enough  to 
drown  out  even  the  saluting  cannon 
marked  another  triumphant  stage- this, 
week  in  the  progress  of  the  royal  tour.

Unchanging  Colors 


AT  best  it  was  a faint  hope  that  the 
Rig  Four  foreign  ministers’  confer- 
ence in  Berlin  might  reach  some  kind  of 
accord  on  the  future  of  Germany,  the  core 
of  current  European  dispute,  Mr.  Molo- 
tov has  not  taken  long  to  dispel  any 
illusion.  Soviet  policy  remains  unaltered 
and  its  intentions  have  not  changed  one 
inch.  That  foredooms  the  conference  to 
failure,  no  matter  what  face-saving  gener- 
ality may  he  voiced  at  its  dose. 

Geography  is  unfortunately  on  the 
Soviet  side  Mr.  Molotov  can  ask  that 
British  and  American  troops  leave  West 
Germany  and  go  home,  and  can  promise 
that  Russian  troops  will  withdraw  likewise 
from  East  Germany.  He  can  sav  that  then 
the  two  Germanys  can  decide  of  them- 
selves about  unification.  This  would  be 
Ideal  if  Russia  were  as  far  away  from 
German  territory  even  as  the  United 
Kingdom,  hut  she  is  not.  Through  her 
satellite  Poland  she  is  a next-door  neigh- 
bor to  East  Germany.  Evacuation  by  the 
western  powers  would  simply  pitchfork 
all  of  Germany  into  the  Soviet  orbit. 


Germany  would  not  be  allowed  to  become 
neutral.  There  would  he  but  one  method 
of  unification  and  it  would  he  as  Moscow 
directed;  and  if  would  In*  fatal  to  the  rest 
of  Europe. 

The  Russian  foreign  minister  can  also 
say  that  the  European  Defease  Treaty, 
whose  abolition  he  demands,  is  mainly  a 
concert  of  Britain,  the  U.S.  and  France 
against  the  Soviet  state.  So  it  is  perhaps, 
hut  the  operative  word  is  defense.  This 
coalition  has  been  forced  on  the  western 
nations  by  ruthless  Russian  postwar  ex- 
pansion. and  a blue  lookout  it  would  he 
were  they  to  disassociate.  Only  their 
presence  keeps  western  Europe  free  from 
Soviet  chains. 

Thgse  in  brief  are  the  cardinal  factors 
of  the  situation  at  an  impasse  in  Berlin. 
The  western  group  cannot  afford  to 
modify  its  stand;  Russia  easily  could,  but 
will  not.  The  cold  war.  apparently,  must 
go  on.  The  outcome. foreshadowed  of  thus 
latest  Big  Four  conference  is  that  at  least 
three  of  the  foreign  ministers  will  return 
to  their  capitals  gravely  disappointed. 


Trivial  but  Annoying 


UNINTENTIONALLY  on  the  part  of 
the  manufacturers,  no  doubt,  car 
windshield  wipers  are  dual-purpose  gad- 
gets. They  keep  the  glass  dear,  and 
they  also  serve  as  a handy  clip  for  the 
“tickets’’  which  traffic  officers  leave  for 
absent  drivers  caught  in  parking  infrac- 
tions The  wiper  blades  are  ready-made 
for  the  job.  and  it  is  natural  that  Ihe 
police  should  make  use  of  them.  In  doing 
so.  though,  they  should  remember  that  a 
car,  even  one  involved  in  some  minor 
breach,  is  private  property  and  no  one  has 
any  right  to  damage  it. 

This  comment  is  prompted  by  the  com- 
plaints so  often  heard  that  policemen  in 
slipping  tickets  under  windshield  wipers 
are  apt  to  be  a liltle  too  rough  with  Ihe 
mechanism.  It  is  thoughtful  of  a traffic 
officer  to  want  to  make  sure  t ha t Ihe 
ticket  will  bo  ■spen  by  an  erring  driver  on 
bis  return  < failure  to  do  so  may  cos.  him 


an  extra  $2.50  for  service  of  a summons): 
but  such  acts  of  kindness  should  not  go 
the  length  of  wrenching  the  wiper  out  of 
its  proper  alignment  info  an  upright  posi- 
tion so  that  the  ticket  will  stare  the  driver 
in  the  face. 

Most  wipers  are  fairly  robustly  con- 
structed. but  they  will  not  always  with- 
stand that  kind  of  treatment.  The  twin 
arms  are -meant  to  be  parallel,  and  w hen 
one  is  forced  out  of  line  the  device  will 
not  work  properly,  if  at  all,  a situation 
which  could  involve  the  driver  in  serious 
trouble.  Those  who  understand  the 
mechanism  may  Ire  able  to  correct  it 
themselves,  hut  nol  all  drivers  by  any 
means  are  so  equipped.  For  them  a traf- 
fir  officer's  heavy-handedness  means  the 
inconvenience  and  possibly  expense  of  a 
visit  to  a mechanic. 

Officers  patrolling  the  curbside  park- 
ing zones  should  t»e  warned  by  iheir 
superiors  to  be  more  careful.

Five  Island  Centres 
New  Licensing  Areas 


Five  more  Vancouver  Island  cities 
have  hoen  designated  liquor  licensing 
areas  by  the  provincial  cabinet 
The  cities  are  Alherni,  Port  Albemi, 
Duncan.  Ladysmith  ' and  Courtenay. 
They  were  among  a list  of  22  cities  and 
one  village  (Crestoni  designated  as- 
licensing  vareas  Wednesday. 

Applications  for  liquor  licenses  in 
these  areas  will  now  be  received  by  the 
Liquor  Control  Board.  "Dries"  will 
have  35  days  in  which  to  persuade  city 


councils  to  ask  for  local  option  plebis- 
cites. or  to  secure  signatures  of  35  per 
cent  of  the  registered  voters  on  a 
fietitlon  requesting  a plebiscite. 

The  first  four  liceasing  areas  set  out 
by  the  cabinet  were  Victoria,  Vancou- 
ver. Nanaimo  and  New  Westminster. 

There  is  no  official  word  yet  as  to 
when  municipalities  such  as  Oak  Bay. 
Saanich  and  F.squimalt  will  be  declared 
licensing  areas.
